MOFA Attestation 


MOFA attestation is the final step in the document attestation process for nations such 
as Qatar, the United Arab Emirates, Bahrain, Kuwait, and the Kingdom of Saudi Arabia. 
This important step is required for these countries to validate the use of papers. The 
MOFA attestation is required for obtaining a work visa or admission to international 
universities.
